Mr. Ryder then retired, but J. H. Clark 
of the Genesee valley stud of New York at 
once took his place and bid $40.000. Mr. 
Thompson resnonded with $47,000 ; Clark 
said $48,000, Thompson$50 000, when Clark 
again raised him a thousand. Mr. Thomp- 
then stepped out of the ring, and in spite 
of Colonel Edmonson’s earnest pleading 
refused to return, and amid great excite­ 
ment the grand youne horse was knocked 
down at $51,000. the highest prifc j ever paid 
for a horse at either public or private sale 
in this country.

He de­ 
clared to Archbishop Walsh that he was 
not the fabricator of the letters—he did not 
believe they were fabricated. 
The witness said he was startled and 
surprised when the letters appeared in the 
Times and considered it a breach of faith. 
He wrote to Houston, stronglv protesting 
against their publication 
Sir Charles Russell uemaude.l tha1 this 
letter be produced. 
Houston here said he bad forgotten re­ 
ceiving it. 
Ou being further pressed. Pigott volun­ 
tarily exclaimed : “ I may sav a; once that 
ihe statements I made to Archbishop Walsh 
were unfounded.” 
This statement produced a sensation. 
Sir Charles Russell then said to witness: 
“ You deliberately wrote lies?” 
Witness replied: 
Well, exaggerations.” 
Sir Charles Russell—“ Did these exagger­ 
ations have no truth ?” 
Witness—“ Very little. 
[Laughter] 
I 
forget what I meant when I wrote to Arch­ 
bishop Walsh that the charges were a mix­ 
ture of what I believed to be true and un­ 
true.” 
Continuing, witness said he knew that 
criminal proceedings were projected when 
he wrote saying that he could nullify them 
by exposing the discreditable means by 
which it was sought to institute the pro­ 
ceedings. He could not say what the pro­ 
ceedings were to be taken for. He imag­ 
ined they were for complicity in the Phoe­ 
nix Park murders, but there 
was no 
foutdation for the statement. 
Witness 
again wrote to Archbishop Walsh on May 
1st, offering to furnish further information. 
In reply to this letter the Archbishop 
said: " I understand you are auxious to 
make a statement to assist the victims of 
fraud and slander, by exposing fraud and 
slander. I cannot refuse to accept such a 
statement lully. I accept your assurance 
that you took no part in the publication.” 
Witness said he forgot about writing the 
statement. 
Sir Charles Russell read a letter dated 
May 5th. to Archbishop Walsh, in which 
Pigott offered to make a personal written 
statement. 
Witness admitted making a statement I 
to the Archbishop between May 5th and 
May 7th. He had written to Archbishop 
Walsh recently, but denied that he had 
done so in order to again obtain a written 
statement. 
Sir Charles Rnssell read a letter from 
Archbishop Walsh to Pigott. bearing da” 
of May 7th, in which the Archbishop said 
he assumed that Pigott either knew the 
author of the fraud or knew what measures 
had been taken to procure fraudulent evi­ 
dence. Ttie writer said he did no: wish to 
know the name of the gentleman who was 
at the bottom of the matter. 
Sir Charles Russell pressed tbe witness, 
who reluctantly admitted that he had 
Houston in mind when he wrote. 
Sir Charles Russeli quoted from a let te: 
written by Pigott to Archbishop Walsh on 
May 12ih. 
Witness said he could not say what the 
latest proposition mentioned in the letter 
meant. 
He only remembered making one 
proposition, namely—that he had been 
shown compromising letters 
His opinion 
having been a3ked as to the --nuineues* of 
the letters, he bad stated ; ■,ar the letters 
credited to Parnell were doub ful. 
This statement created a scn-ai :on in tbe 
Courtroom. 
Witness further testified that he would 
not swear he had not told Archbishop 
Walsh that the letters were 
forgeries 
[Laughter.] Redoubted the authenticity 
of the letteis, because he did not know the 
handwriting of :he bodies of them. He 
believed he told Archbishop Walsh that he 
thought the Egan letters were genuine, hut 
would not swear he did. 
Sir Cha?. Ros-cil resd from a letter lrom 
Pigott to Egan, in which it was stated that 
he (Pigott) had received an anonymons 
letter from two gentlemen who wouid call 
upon and submit to Pigott a propcssl 
greatly to his advantage. They asked him 
to pub ish an outrageous libel, about the 
spending of League funds, and which was 
to be so constructed that its publication 
would do much barm. 
He added that he 
was badly in want of £500. 
Pigott concluded bis letter by saying: 
“Bad as I am, I can truly say 1 have al ways 
been true to those who trusted me.” 
[Laughter.] 
Witness said that Egan did not send the 
money. [ Laughter] 
Sir Charles asked who was the fabricator, 
and witness replied that he did not know. 
Sir Charles—"Did you believe there was 
a fabrication?” 
Witness—‘•No." 
This caused laughter. Reid produced a 
letter from Pigott to the late William E. 
Forster, then Chief Secretary for Ireland,in 
which he offered Forster a paper, which he 
said would break up the League, for £500. 
Witness said that the Irishman, a paper 
printed by Pigott, depended upon his re­ 
ceiving this sum, as his creditors were 
pressing. Forster refused to accept the 
offer. 
Russell continued his cross-examination 
of Pigott at great length, and at every step 
elicited admissious from the witness ¿Í the 
most damaging character. He was contin­ 
ually writing to Egan and others demand­ 
ing money to erable him to decline over­ 
tures from Parnell’s enemies to furnish 
them with damaging testimony against the 
Irish leader. 
On being a3ked if he was not ashamed of 
himself for the course he had pursued, 
Pigott winced, but with an effort replied : 
"No—not under the circumstances.” 
It was further shown that after several 
begging letters Forster gave Pigott money 
with which to get out of the country aud go 
to America, but be did not go. 
Russell produced letter after lette1'. in­ 
cluding Pigott's demand for a ioan of £200 
to enable him to go to Australia, until the 
witness became dazed and forgot every­ 
thing. The commission then adjourned.

It is stated that, notwithstanding the 
threatened opposition of the R verniuent, 
the Channel Tunnel Company will proceed 
with the hill which it prop, -; - to bring 
before Parliament and take a division upon 
next session. 
It is said that since last 
year the promoters have received great en­ 
couragement to proceed, particularly from 
a large number of persons con no- teil with 
the large manufacturing and commercial 
centers of Scotland. They have also, we 
are assured, in many cases been promised 
the support of several members of Parlia­ 
ment. The machinery which was used for 
boring the tunnel is still iu the heading, 
and is periodically set in motion to keep it 
in order ; but no attempt is made to ad­ 
vance the heading, the length of which 
measures about 2,100 yards. 
It is now two 
years since tho works were stopped, and 
the tunnel is said to be so far impervious 
to water that on an average not more than 
400 gallons has found its way into the en­ 
tire heading in the course of twenty-four 
hours. 
The boring operations for coal 
near the mouth of the tunnel still con­ 
tinue, and a depth of about 1,000 feet has 
now been attained. The character of the 
strata is such as to encourage the continu­ 
ation of the operations in the hope of ulti­ 
mately finding coal. 
While the prosecu­ 
tion of the borings for coal ought to he 
encouraged in every w a y , the same cannot 
be recommended for the tunnel works, for, 
in the present state of public opinion, the 
money spent in that way will only he 
wasted.

cooked. The popular opinion ra w is that 
a dinner consisting of three or four varie­ 
ties of solid food is more easily digested 
than the meal which is confined to one sort 
only. The old-fashioned notion of a single 
joint and a simply-made pudding is pro­ 
nounced to be a fruitful source of indiges­ 
tion. On this subject Dr. George H . Tay­ 
lor says in the Sanitary News: 
“ Ready digested and easily digested 
foods are the abomination of dietetics; 
they prevent normal incitation ot the di­ 
gestive organs, necessary for normal secre­ 
tions; they encourage a false notion that 
nutrition can be assured without refer­ 
ence to expenditure or to providing any 
use for nutritive material, and thus are 
liable to cause unnatural, irregular, un­ 
manageable increase of the unstable ingre­ 
dients of the organism, which react inju­ 
riously 
upon the 
digestive 
secretions, 
especially those of the liver. 
The preva­ 
lent recourse to these presumably enforced 
methods of nutrition are, in short, a vio­ 
lent and abnormal reaction against the 
former prevalent reign of physic, deple- 
tents and so-called alteratives.

methods actually provide modes of dispo: - 
ing of unused nutritive supplies, althnu h 
they be morbid modes.”

shape, sixtv-oue feet long and fifty-eight 
broad, four of its sides rounded in the man­ 
ner of niches, and its arched ceiling forty- 
six feet high in the center. Its windows 
were large, and beneath each one was a 
commodious fireplace, the onlvjheating ap­ 
paratus it possessed for tiie winter season. 
There were two galleries, a Speaker's plat­ 
form, and a separate chair and desk for 
each member. The chairs were covered 
with light blue damask, and the windows 
were curtained with the same material. 
The floor was handsomely carpeted. 


THE SENATE CHAMBER 
Was smaller, and elaborately decorated- 
In the center of an arched ceiling of light 
blue was a sun and thirteen stars; its fire­ 
places were of highly polished variegated 
American marble, and its window curtains 
and chair coverings of light crimson da­ 
mask. The President's chair was elevated 
three feet above the floor, under a crimson 
canopy, and the carpet, in excellent taste, 
harmonized with its gav coloring. 
This 
hall opened upon a balcony twelve feet 
deep, which wxs guarded hy an iron rail­ 
ing. The portion of that railing between 
the two central pillars, before which Wash­ 
ington stood at the supreme moment of his 
inauguration, is now in the museum of the 
New York Historical Society, and its 
centcr-piece of thirteen arrows invests it 
with curious interest. The balcony over­ 
looked both Wall and Broad streets, and 
on the memorable day of Washington’s in­ 
auguration it was adorned with a canopy 
and curtains of red, interstreaked with 
white. * * * Here were assembled the 
men of parliamentary talent and social 
accomplishment, for which the first Amer­ 
ican Congress under the Constitution has 
ever since been justly famous. They were 
nearly, if not quite ail, fresh from some 
public service, local or general ; they were 
astute, self-reliant, influential, opinionated, 
and conscientiously and vigorously pre­ 
pared for whatever serious work might 
come liefore them. 
While Washington, 
summoned to the scat of government by 
Secretary Thomson, approaches New York 
from Virginia, in his private carriage, let 
us spend a few moments wiht these states- 


values in character or in historic and lit 
erary matter. 
While treating of the in­ 
auguration of Washington, we do not in­ 
tend to limit this paper to that subject 
exclusively, but will present other inter­ 
esting matter relating to Washington as 
President and as General and the foremost 
of patriots. 
R E T R O SPE C T IV E . 
A new Congress created under the Con­ 
stitution was to have met in New York 
March 4th, but it was April 1st liefore a 
quorum of the House had assembled. Mrs. 
Lamb says: 
“Most of these had been obliged to make 
the journey from distant States on horse­ 
back or in springless stages, for it was too 
early in the season to drag their own char­ 
iots’ over the primitive roads, rendered 
nearly impassable by the March storms, 
and it was not every Congressman who had 
a chariot of his own. They came into the 
city weary and worn, rejoicing to reach a 
haven where they could unpack their 
crumpled velvets and satins, burnish their 
shoe-buckles, and submit their heads to the 
barber for style and powder. It is instruct­ 
ive to observe the picturesque costumes in 
which the wise men of that day advocated 
‘republican simplicity.’ 
Even those who 
were the most pronounced in the censure 
of aristocratic influences looked sharply 
after the starch in their ruffles, and the 
status of their hair-dresser. Alexander 
White, one of the Representatives from 
Virginia, who had distinguished himself 
for eloquence and ¡witriotism in the old 
( Tingres-, and now at the age of 40 was 
one of the most promising characters in 
the new body, wrote on the 1st of April, 
concerning the situation, naming the can­ 
didates for Speaker.’’

THE ‘WASHINGTON CHAIR’ 
Which graces the platform of theaudience- 
room of the New York Historical Society,

To the seat of government was a continual 
ovation. The ringing of bells and roaring 
of cannonry proclaimed his course through 
the country. The old and young, women 
and children, thronged the highways to 
bless and welcome him.

principal places came forth to meet and 
escort him. At Baltimore, on bis arrival 
and departure, his carriage was attended by 
a numerous cavalcade of citizens, and he 
was saluted by the thunder of artillery.

JOYOUS CEREMONIALS 
With which he was welcomed, but there 
was uue too peculiar to be omitted. The 
reader may remember Washington’s gloomy 
night on the banks of the Assunpiuk, 
which flows through Trenton; the camp 
tires of Cornwallis in front of him ; the 
Delaware full of floating ice ia the renr; 
and bis sudden resolve on the midnight 
retreat which turned the fortunes of the 
campaign. On the bridge crossing that 
eventful stream the ladies of Trenton had 
caused a triumphal arch to bo erected. It 
was entwined with evergreens and laurels, 
atul bore the inscription, ‘The defender of 
the mothers will he the protector of tbe 
daughters.” At this bridge the matrons of 
the city were assembled to pay him rever­ 
ence, and as be passed under the aich a 
number ot young girls, dressed in white 
and crowr.ed with garlands, strewed flow­ 
ers before him, singing an ode expressive 
of their lote and gratitude. Never was 
ovation more graceful, touching and sin 
cere, and Washington, tenderly affected, 
declared that the impression of it on his 
heart could never be effaced. 
Ilia whole progress through New Jersey 
must have afforded a similar contrast to 
his weary marchings to and fro, harassed 
by doubts and perp'exities, with bale tires 
btozing on its hills, instead of festive 
illuminations, and when the ringing of 
bells and booming of cannon, now so joy­ 
ous, were the signals of invasion and 
muraud. 


THE VICE-PRESIDENT COSIES. 
Mrs. Lamb, in the magazine of Amei-ican 
History, in the paper referred to, says: 
“During these same long-to-be-remem­ 
bered days John Adams, the Vice-Presi­ 
dent-elect, was approaching New York 
from New England. ‘On Monday, the 
20th of April,’ says one of the writers of 
the day, ‘amidst the acclamations of all 
ranks of citizens, his Excellency. John 
Adams, Esq., Vice-President of the United 
States, arrived in New York. The caval­ 
cade which escorted his Excellency into 
the citv wxs numerons and truly respect­ 
able. From tiie Connecticut line to Ivings- 
bi iily.. he was attended by the liglit-horse 
of West Chester county, under the com­ 
mand of Major Piutard. 
At Kingsbridge 
he was met by General Malconi with tiie 
officers of his brigade, and the city troop 
commanded by Captain Stakes; also by 
officers of distinction, many members of 
Congress, and a large number of citizens 
in carriages and on horseback. 
Ilis Ex­ 
cellency alighted at the home of the Hon. 
John Jay, in Broadway, where the com­ 
mittee of both houses of Congress, ap­ 
pointed for that purpose, attended to con­ 
gratulate his Excellency on his arrival.’ 
IT YVILL BE OBSERVED 
That the custom of addressing a tnan in 
high office as ‘His Excellency,’ had not yet 
been abolished, as the title is used four 
times in this one paragraph. But the next 
day, when a committee from the Senate, 
consisting of Caleb Strong and Ralph 
Izard, conducted Mr. Adams to the Senate 
chamber, he was received by John Lang­ 
don, the President pro tem., with graceful 
courtesy, and introduced to the Chair and 
the Senate simply xs ‘Vice-President of 
the United States of America.’ 


NEW YORK WAS ASTIR 
Early on the morning of Wednesday, April 
23d, and the booming of cannon and the 
ringing of bells proclaimed the glad tidings 
that Washington was in Elizabethtown. 
Business was entirely suspended, and the 
excitement wxs intense. At Elizabeth­ 
town Point the President-elect was re­ 
ceived, as previously arranged, by the 
committee from Congress, of which Elias 
Boudinot was Chairman, and by the heads 
of the departments under the confedera­ 
tion—who continued to act until the new 
Government should be organized—John 
Jay, Secretary of Foreign Affairs: General 
Knox, Secretary of War; Robert R. Liv­ 
ingston, Chancellor of the State of New 
York; Samuel Osgood, Arthur Lee and 
Walter Livingston, Commissioners of the 
Treasury; Ebenezer Hazard, Postmxster- 
General—and by the Mayor and Recorder 
of the city. 
An extraordinary barge, con­ 
structed for the specific purpose, was in 
waiting for its distinguished passenger, 
manned by thirteen masters of vessels in 
white uniforms, and commanded by Com­ 
modore James Nicholson. In this Wash­ 
ington was conveyed to the Capital. As it 
moved slowiv from the Jersey shore other 
barges fancifully decorated fell into line. 


THE GLITTERING PROCESSION 
Glided through the narrow strait between 
New Jersey and Staten Island, when, as if 
by magic, dozens of boats, gay with flags 
and streamers, dropped into its wake; and 
xs it was passing Bcdlow’s Island a sloop 
under full sail came alongside the Presi­ 
dent's barge, upon which were twenty-five 
ladies and gentlemen singing an ode com­ 
posed for the occasion to the stirring music 
of ‘God Save the King.’ 
Another and a 
smaller vessel wxs presently on the other 
side of the barge, distributing sheets of a 
second ode, written to welcome the great 
chief to the seat of Government, and 
which a group of a dozen gentlemen com­ 
menced singing with great etieet. 
Every 
ves-cl wxs in holiday attire; the Spanish 
sliip-of-war, Galveston, just xs the barge 
came abrexit of her, displayed, instanta­ 
neously, every flag and signal known among 
nations. 
All the vessels saluted the barge 
as it passed, and bands of music on every 
side, and perpetual huzzas tilled the air, 
while over the whole exhilarating scene 
the sunshine fell from cloudless heavens. 


GOVERNOR GEORGE CLINTON. 
Of New York, received the President­ 
elect rt the ferry stairs, which, we:- ■ car­ 
peted and the rails hung with eritnsoB 
and as Washington’s tall ¿gore w: . seeti 
ascending them, and as his loot touched 
the shore of the flourishing citv which his 
own valor and military skill had recovered 
from a powerful enemv, popular enthu­ 
siasm reached its climax. The wildest 
and the most prolonged cheers rent the 
air. 
Men shouted until they lost their 
voices. 
The crowds were so 
densely 
packed that it required a large force of 
city officers to make a passage'for Wash­ 
ington and his party. Colonel Morgan 
Lewis, aided by Majors Morton and Van 
Herne, led the way, and the various regi­ 
ments were followed by the officers of the 
militia, two and two, tbe committee of 
Congress, the Presidept-elect with Gov­ 
ernor Clinton, the heads of the Depart­ 
ments, the Mayor aud Aldermen of the 
city, the elergv, the foreign Minister- aud 
an iruuieuse concourse of citizen^. Everv 
house ou the route was decorated with 
banners, garlands of flowers and ever­ 
greens. 
Every window, to the highest 
story, was filled with fair women and 
brave men.

address, 
which abounded, as was to be expected, 
with the grace, the modesty and the sol­ 
emnity that his wisdom always partook of. 
The whole party afterward repaired to 
St. Paul’s Cha{*e!, in Broadway, where 
prayers were read by Dr. Provost, recently 
elected Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, in New York.

THE PROCESSION. 
The procession wxs form-.d in Cherry 
street, opposite the President’s house, at 
12 o’clock, and was under the direction of 
Colonel Morgan Lewis.

The night in the city was one of en­ 
chanting beauty, all the residences being 
brilliantly illuminated, the air filled with 
pyrotechnic effects and various transpar­ 
encies, representing Washington amid al­ 
legorical influences, displayed at different 
points. The President was taken to the 
house of Chancellor Livingston to view 
the fireworks, and it was necessary for him 
to return to t lie Executive Mansion at ten 
o'clock cn foot, because the thronged con­ 
dition o:’ the streets made it an impossibil­ 
ity for carriages to pass. 


THE BALL AND THE COSTUMES. 
Thus did Washington enter upon his 
administration xs the first President of the 
United States. The utmost simplicity and 
calmness were exhibited by himself, but 
tk« people, who by this time had grown to 
adore the splendid qualities that formed 
liis sublime character, gave free vent to 
their hearts and welcomed him as their 
chief with a fervor that we have never 
since surpassed. 
_ There wxs no ball on t’ue night of the 
inauguration, but on May 7tli, a weelq¡ 
after, a most elaborate one took place at 
tbe Assembly Rooms, which stood on the 
east side of Broadway, just above Wall 
street. The ball was attended by the Pres­ 
ident. \ ice-President, a majority of both 
houses of Congress, the French aud Span- 
1 ish Ministers, the Governor of New York, 
j Baron Steuben, General Knox, Mr. Jay, 
Mr. Hamilton and all the other dis­ 
tinguished people then in the city. The 
ladies are described as being of great 
■ beauty, and their costumes of an elaborate 
design and exquisite taste that to-day 
would charm the tno-i fashionable. 
It 
' will not be out of place to tell the story of 
j one or two dresses that were worn at this 
* ball. Colonel Stone, who afier explaining 
1 that few jewels were* then worn in the 
United States-, writes 
i- follows of the 
gowns:

Another great ball was given in honor 
of the President on the following Thurs­ 
day by Count de Moustier, the French 
Minister, at his house on Broadway. 
The

had exhausted every resource to produce 
an entertainment worthy of France. There 
was a cotillon danced in tbe military cos­ 
tumes of France am! America. 
It is re­ 
freshing to read the words of Elias Boudi- 
m t when he writes of this ball to liis wife: 
“We retired about 10 o’clock in the higlit 
I of jollity.” 
MARTHA. 
Mrs. Washington had not come from 
Mount Vernon with her husband, and was 
not present at the inauguration or any of 
the festivities subsequent to it. She’left 
for New Y'ork, however, on May 19th, ac­ 
companied by her grandchildren, Eleanor 
Custis and George Washington Parke Cus- 
tis. Her progress througa the States was 
of a similar triumphant nature xs that of 
the President’s a month before. She was 
met at Elizabethtown by the President, in 
the splendid barge which bad conveyed 
him hither, and upon the return with his 
wife to New York great crow*!- welcomed 
them with enthusiastic cheering, and the 
fort fired thirteen guns. The next morn­ 
ing all the ladies of the town called to pay 
their compliments to the President’s wife. 


LEVEES. 
After this a system of levee- wxs inau­ 
gurated at ihe President’s hi ".se, the doors 
being open from 8 to 10 o’cii k each Fri­ 
day evening for visitors D 
Mr-. Washing­ 
ton, tbe President always attending. These 
assemblages were acces-ible I . .1 {icople of 
polite and refined society. The residence 
of Washington was down on ti.-.- “ Register 
of 1789” xs follows: “George Washing­ 
ton, Esquire, President of the United 
States, and Commander < tba Army and 
Navy thereof when in actual service, No. 
3 Cherry street.” The locality was a con­ 
siderable distance from the fashionable 
quarter about Wall and Broad streets. So. 
shortly afterward, the President removed 
to a larger house in Broadway, near Bowl­ 
ing Green, aud owned by Mr. McComb. 
The rent of this house—$2.500 a year_ 
was considered 


QUITE PREPOSTEROUS. 
The President was in the habit during 
this time of being drawn to Federal Hall 
in a cream-colored coach which was orna­ 
mented with cupiijs, supporting festoons, 
and with borderings of flowers about the 
panels. This was tbe finest carriage in the 
city, and was drawn by six horses. 
Blit 
elegance of this sort wherever it appeared 
was but the result of certain Old World 
influences that had not yet begun to fade 
for Washington, xs is well known, was 
plain in all things from preference. 
In 
example of this we may cite the dinner 
given by him to a select company, when, 
we are told, only a boiled leg of mutton 
appeared in the way of meat, and after 
dessert each guest was handed a single 
g!n=s of wine, which being drunk, The 
President rose and repaired to the drawing­ 
room, peimitting liis guests to depart as 
they chose without the least ceremonv. 


MRS. LAMB’S ACCOUNT. 
Mrs. Lamb, in her more scholarly and 
detailed and circumstantial account", tells 
of how people from all over the Union 
flocked to New York to witness tire inau­ 
guration and see General Wxskington, and 
says: 
“ One voting lady, frbm Boston, 
wrote a graphic description of a series of 
accidents on her journey from that city to 
New York, with her picturesque adven­ 
tures in finding accommodations in the me­ 
tropolis, and added: 
‘ But I have seen 
him ! and though I had been entirely 
ignorant that he was arrived in the city, I 
should have known at a glance that it was 
General Washington ; 1 never saw a human 
being that looked so grand and noble as he 
does. I could fall down on my knees be» 
fore him and bless liim for all the good he 
has done for this ccuntry.’ 
This feeling 
seemed to be universal. 
Everybody strug­ 
gled for a glimpse of the great General. 
The aged declared their readiness to die if 
they could but once behold his face. The 
young were intoxicated with infatuation.” 


DETAILS— THE PROCESSION. 
Mrs. Lamb also give» us all the details 
of the action of Congress in ordering the 
ceremonies, but these it is not necessary to 
now reproduce. She says the procession 
was tints formed, moving about 12 noon 
from the house of the President on Cherry 
street, through Queen. Great, Dock and 
Broad streets to the Federal State House 
in Wall street, in the following order :

The Vice-President conduvted Washing­ 
ton to the balcony, the gentlemen accom­ 
panying in the order prescribed. From 
this point, Broad and Wall streets, in each 
direction, was a compact mass of upturned 
laces, as silent as if every living form 
which com|>osed the vast assemblage had 
been a statue carved ¡u stone. The win­ 
dows and hou'e-tops as far as the eye 
could reach were also crowded with people. 
They saw Washington’s commanding fig­ 
ure appear in the center of a grout» of 
statesmen, between the two pillars, clad in 
a complete suit of elegant broadcloth of 
A m e ric a n manufacture, with white silk 
btockit •. also a native production, plain 
silver ■ 
bles in his shoes, his head uncov­ 
ered, and his powdered hair gathered and 
tied in the prevailing fashion of the day. 
He stepped upon a stone, slightly elevated 
above those about him. On one side of 
him was Chancellor Livington, nearly as 
tall as himself, on the other Vice-Presi­ 
dent Adams, more showily dressed than 
either, and like Washington 


ENTIRELY IX AMERICAN FABRICS. 
Samuel A. Otis, the Secretary of the Sen­ 
ate, stood partially between Washington 
and the Chancellor, holding an open Bible 
upon a rich crimson cushion, upon which 
Washington rested his hand. 
In the rear, 
conspicuous 3mong those who were dear 
and familiar to the people, stood Secretary 
John Jav, who had done so much toward 
bringing about this grand result, a tall, 
slight man, whose face and attitude ex­ 
pressed the calm serenity and refined 
power of the highest type of character ; the 
brave General Knox, who so well under­ 
stood the man whom the country delighted 
to honor ; Baron Steuben, Alexander Ham­ 
ilton, Governor St. Clair of the Northwest 
Territory. Roger Sherman, and all that 
army of Congressional celebrities hereto­ 
fore mentioned. A gesture of the Chan­ 
cellor arrested the close attention of the 
vast assemblage, as he pronounced slowly 
and distinctly the words of the oath. Then 
the Biida was raised, and as the President 
bowed to kiss the sacred volume, he said 
audibly, • I swear,’ adding with fervor, his 
eyes closed, that his whole soul might be 
absorbed in the suplication, 
'so HELP ME GOD.’ ” 
Silence was at an end. 
A flag was 
floated suddenly from the cupola; 
the 
bells broke forth into clameroos acclaim, 
cannon roared from every port on land and 
water, andthecity shook and trembled with 
joy. The procession returned to the Senate 
and Washington delivered his inaugural, 
and then on foot he proceeded with both 
Houses of Congress, the heads of Depart­ 
ments and many distinguished people to 
St. Paul's Church where Bishop Provost 
presided. 


O F T H E IL L U M IN A T IO N 
That night, Mrs. Lamb says: “The city 
was illuminated with unparalleled splendor. 
Every public building was in a blaze of 
light. 
The front of the little theater in 
St. John street was filled with trans- 
parancies, one of which represented Fame 
like au angel, descending from Heaven to 
crown Washington with the emblems of 
immortality. 
At the Bowling Green was 
an enormous transparency, with Washing­ 
ton’s portrait in the center, under a figure 
of ‘Fortitude,’ and the two branches of the 
new government represented upon his 
left, under the forms of 


JUSTICE AND WISDOM. 
All the private residences of the citv 
were Lriiliantly lighted, but none more ef­ 
fectively than those of the French and 
Spanish Ministers, who seemed to have 
tried to rival each other. They both lived 
in Broadway, near the Bowling Green. 
The doors and windows of the French 
Minister’s mansion were bordered with 
lamps, which shone upon numerous paint­ 
ings suggestive of the past, the present, 
and the future of American history—from 
the brush of his artist sister. The princi­ 
pal transparency in front of the Spanish 
Ministers house contained figures of the 
Graces artistically executed amid a pleas­ 
ing variety of emblems ; and in the win­ 
dows were moving pictures so skillfully de­ 
vised as to present the illusion of a living 
panorama in a little spot of fairyland. One 
of the ships at anchor off the Battery is 
said to have resembled a pyramid of stars. 
The display of lire-works, under the direc­ 
tion of Colonel Bauman, was the finest this 
country had ever yet seen. 
President 
Washington drove from his residence in 
Franklin 
Square to that of Chancellor 
Livingston, in the lower part of Broadway, 
from whose windows he had a full view of 
the cheering sjiectacle.” 


HIS PERSONA!. APPEARANCE. 
Washington at this time was 57. 
He 
was straight as an arrow, six feet three 
in his -iippers, muscular, admirably pro­ 
portion t, had long, muscular arms and 
ox’.c, lingiy large hands. 
He was digni­ 
fied even to a lofty reserve, but had i.-re- 
sistiole 
ignetism in his manner, disprov­ 
ing the 
irge that he was cold and un- 
svmrul otic.

THE STATUE. 
April JO, 183'.), tbe New Y.ork Histori­ 
cal Society, says Mrs. Lamb, “celebrated 
the fiftieth anniversary of Washington’s 
inauguration, John tjuincy Adams deliv­ 
ering the address. 
In 1880 the Chamber 
of Commerce of New York initiated a 
movement to erect a colossal figure in 
bronze of Washington on the steps of the 
Sub-Treasury building in Wall street, 
which s’.-.nda upon the exact site of old 
Federal Hail, and lion. O. B. Chittenden, 
member of CougOess, secured the necessary 
legislation to authorize its erection and 
subsequent care bv tbe United States. 
The necessary money was soon raised and 
the work was executed by the eminent 
sculptor, John t>. A. Ward. 
Under date 
of November 1, 1SS3, the following peti­ 
tion was addressed: 
7b the Honorable the Mayor and Board qf Alder­ 
men qf the City of Sew York: The Chamber of 
Commerce of the State of New York respect­ 
fully represents that, pursuant to an Act of Con­ 
gress. the Chamber Is now erecting, oa the steps 
of the Sub-Treasury. Wall street, corner of 
Na*sau. a statue of W ashington, to commemo­ 
rate his taking tbe oath at that place, April 40. 
17s9 as the first President of the United states 
o f Am erica. T nat th e Cham ber is informed 
th a t th e balcony and th e atone upoa which he 
stood, on th at occasion, are now in Bellevue 
Hospltai. w here they have becu careftilly pre­ 
served This bale ny and stone, your m em orial­ 
ists sre further intorm ed, arc the property of the 
City of N o t York; they therefore respectfully 
represent to y o u r honorable body the i<ecniiar 
propriety of Incorporating these interesting 
relics in the m onum ent, and pray th at your 
h o u o -able body w ill direct the delivery of the 
sam e to Mr. Richard M. Hunt, the architect, in 
order far th eir safe transfer. In iheir new posi­ 
tion they will be an additional rem inder to 
countless num bers of the great historical event, 
w hich they have already com m em orate-, for 
centuries to come. 
The response was in the affirmative, and 
the statue was therefore placed 


UPON THE IDENTICAL STONE 
Upon which Washington stood when he 
took the solemn oath of office, “ a stone 
which will remain in the eyes of all men, 
an imperishable memorial of the scene.” 
The time chosen for the unveiling of this 
statue and its presentation to the National 
Government was the 25th of NovemI»er, 
1883, the one hundredth anniversary of 
Washington's 
triumphal 
entrance into 
New York City, after its long occupation 
by hostile forces. The ceremonies took 
place in the midst of a drenching rain. 
George i¥. Lane, President of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, introduced Rev. Dr. K. 
S. Storrs, who offered an 
appropriate 
prayer. 
Royal Phelps, in behalf of the 
committee of the Chamber of Commerce, 
reported the complete fulfillment of its 
duties respecting the work : then Governor 
Cleveland, of New York, unveiled the 
statue, and President Arthur accepted it 
in behalf of the Government of the United 
States. An eloquent address was then de­ 
livered by George William Curtis, and the 
beuedictfon was pronounced by Right Rev­ 
erend Henry C. Potter, Bishop of New 
York.

John Bernard was one of the brightest 
of English comedians. He came to Amer­ 
ica in 1797 and remained until 1811.

his “Retrospections of America,” published 
by Harper Bros., New York, in 1887, he 
says: 


AN ANECDOTE AND A CRITICISM. 
“ A few weeks after my location at An­ 
napolis I met with a most pleasing adven-

driver of which was strenuously urging 
his steed to an accelerated pace.

beast showed singular indifference till a 
lash, directed witli more skill than hu­ 
manity, took the skin from an old wound. 
The sudden pang threw the poor animal 
on his h:nd legs, ami the wheel swerving 
upon the bank, over went the chaise,, 
flinging out upon the road a young womau 
who had been its occupant. The minute 
before I liad perceived 


A HOUSEMAN 
Approaching at a gentle trot, who now 
broke into a gallop, and we reached the 
scene of the disaster together. The female 
was our first care. She was insensible, but 
had received no material injury. My com­ 
panion supported her, while I brought 
some watrt- in the crown of my hat from a 
spring some way off. The driver of the 
chaise had landed on his legs, and, having 
ascertained that his spouse was not dead, 
seemed very well satisfied with the care 
she was in, and set about extricating his 
horse. A gush of tears announced the 
lady’s return to sensibility, and then, as 
her eyes ojiened, her tongue gradually re­ 
sumed its office, and assured us that she 
retained at least one faculty in perfection, 
as she poured forth a volley of invectives 
on her mate. The horse was now on his 
legs, but the vehicle still prostrate, heavy 
in its frame, and laden with at least half a 
ton of luggage. 


MY FE LL O W -H E LPE R 
Set me an example of activity in reliev­ 
ing it of the external weight, and when all 
was clear, we grasped the wheel between 
us, and, to the peril of our spinal columns, 
righted the conveyance.

MY COMPANION, 
After an exclamation at the heat, of­ 
fered very courteously to dust my coat, a 
favor the return of which enabled me to 
deliberate survey of his person.

vanced in years, but who appeared to have 
retained all the vigor and elasticity re­ 
sulting from a life of temperance and ex­ 
ercise.

I bowed. ‘ I lird the pleasure of 
seeing you perform last winter in Phila­ 
delphia.’ 
I BOWED AGAIN, 
“ Anu he added, ‘ I hove heard of you 
since from several of my friends at An­ 
napolis. 
You are acquainted with Mr. 
Carroll?’ 
I replied that that gentleman’s 
society had made amends for much that I 
had lost in quitting England. He then 
learned the cause of my presence in the 
neighborhood, and remarked, 1 You must 
be fatigued. 
If you will ride up to my 
house, which is not a mile distant, you can 
prevent any ill effects from this exertion 
by a couple of hours’ rest.’ 
I looked round 
for his dwelling, and he pointed to a build­ 
ing which the day before I had sj*ent an 
hour in contemplating. 
‘Mount A emon !’ 
I exclaimed; and then, drawing back, 
with a stare of wonder, 1 Have I the 
honor of addressing General Washington?’ 
With a smile, whose expression of benevo­ 
lence I have rarely seen equalled, he of­ 
fered his hand, and replied, ‘ An odd sort 
of introduction, Mr. Bernard; but I am 
pleased to find you can play so active a 
part in private, and without a prompter/ 
and then pointed to our horses (which had 
stood like statues all this time, as though 
in sympathy with their fallen brother), 
and shrugged his shoulder at the inn. I 
needed no further stimulus to accept his 
friendly invitation. 
As we rode up to his 
house we entered freely into conversation, 
first, in reference to his friends at Annapo­ 
lis, then respecting my own success in 
America and the impressions I had re­ 
ceived of the country. 
“Considering that nine ordinary country 
gentlemen out of ten, who had seen a 
chaise upset near their estate, would have 
thought it savored neither of pride nor tll- 
nature to ride home and send their serv­ 
ants to its assistance, I a»uld not but think 
that I had witnessed one of the

Of a great man's claim to his reputation 
—the prompt, impulsive working of a 
heart which having made the good of 
mankind—not conventional forms—its re­ 
ligion, was never so happy as in practi­ 
cally displaying it. On reaching the house 
(which, in its compact simplicity and com­ 
manding elevation, was no bal emblem of 
its owner’s mind), we found that Mrs. 
Washington was indisposed ; but the Gen­ 
eral ordered refreshments in a parlor 
whose windows took a noble range of the 
Potomac, and, after a few minutes’ ab­ 
sence, rejoined me.

The features will lead you to inquire the 
proportions of their persons; but if you 
should discover in a heap of ruins the le 
or arm of an antique Apollo, you woul 
not be curious about the other parts, but 
content yourself with the assurance that 
they were all conformable to those of a 
god.' Though fourteen years had elapsed 
since this was written, 1 could jierceive 
that it was far from being the language of 
mere enthusiasm. 
Whether you surveyed 
his face, open yet well defined, dignified 
hut not arrogant, thoughtful but not be­ 
nign; his frame, toweriug and muscular, 
bat aiert from its good proportion—every 
feature suggested a resemblance to the 
spirit it encased, and showed simplicity in 
alliance with the sublime. The impres­ 
sion, therefore, was that of a most perfect 
whole; and though the effect of pro por­ 
tion is said to be to reduce the idea of 
magnitude, you could not but think you 
looked upon a wonder, and something 
sacred as well as wonderful—a man fash­ 
ioned by the hand of Heaven, with every 
requisite to achieve a great work. Thus a 
feeling of awe and veneration stole over 
you. 
IN CONVERSATION 


His face had not much variety of ex­ 
pression ; a look of thoughtfulness was 
given bv the compression of the month and 
the indentation of the brow (suggesting 
an habitual conflict with and mastery over 
passion) which did not seem so much to 
disdain a sympathy with triv taiities as to 
be incapable of denoting them. Nor had 
his voice, so far as I could discover iu our

victories; for his full faith in the power 
of those results of civil liberty which he 
saw all around him led him to foresee that 
it would, ere long, prevail in other coun­ 
tries, and that the social millennium of 
Europe would usher in the political. 
When I mentioned to him the difference 
I perceived between the inhabitants of 
New England and of the Southern States, 
lie remarked, ‘ I esteem those people great­ 
ly; they are

continually spreading themselves, too, to 
settle and enlighten less favored quarters. 
Dr. Franklin is a New-Englander.’ When 
1 remarked that his observations were flat­ 
tering to my country, he replied, with 
great good humor, ‘Yes, Mr. Bernard, but 
I consider your country the cradle of free 
principles, not their arm-chair. Liberty 
in England is a sort of idol; people are 
bred up in the belief and love of it, but see 
little of its doings. They walk about 
freely, but then it is between high walls;

posing that after a portion of their sub­ 
jects had crossed the sea to live upon a 
common, they would ;>erinit their friends 
at home to build up those walls about 
them.’ A black coining in at this mo­ 
ment, with a jug of spriog water, I could 
not repress a smile, which the General at 
one interpreted.

Washington accepted the challenge, 
and away they went. 
Humphreys’ horse 
went over finely, hut the distance was mis­ 
calculated, and the Colonel went plump 
into a quagmire up to his hips. 
Washing­ 
ton reined up in time and looked over the 
hedge at his unfortunate aide, and shak­ 
ing his head, exclaimed: "No, no, Colo­ 
nel ; you are too deep for me !” 


ANOTHER 
WITTICISM. 
Rembrandt Peale, writing (Magazine 
of American Hinton/), of his portrait of 
Washington said: 
“ Washington gave me three sittings. At 
the first and second, my father’s painting 
and mine advanced well together; l»eing at 
my right hand his was a little less full 
than mine. 
In the third sitting, perceiv­ 
ing that he was beginning to repaint the 
forehead, and proceed downwards, as was 
his custom, I feared he would have too 
little time to study the mouth and lower 
part of the face; and therefore I began at 
the chin, and proceeded upward. 
The re­ 
sult of this decision was, that there was 
something in the upper part of my father’s 
study that I preferred, and something in 
the lower portion of mine which better 
satisfied me. 
At subsequent periods I 
made several studies to combine them. To 
profit more fully by the occasion, my 
uncle, James I’eale, during the second and 
third sitting, painted on my left hand a 
miniature on ivory; and for a time my 
elder brother stood beyond my uncle, to 
make a profile sketch. * * * Seeing my 
father, my uncle 
James, 
my brother 
Raphael, and myself all at work, Washing­ 
ton exclaimed: 1 Why, gentlemen, I am 
being Pealed all around.’ ”

H ow th e P resident** W ife C am e to th e

Martha, the wife of the President, missed 
the ball of the 7th of May given in honor 
of the President, but on the 29th she held 
her first reception. She came to New 
York surrounded by many servants, and 
accompanied by Nellie’Custis and George 
Washington Parke Custis, her grandchil­ 
dren. Her tour was a brilliant one, and 
she was honored by distinguished marks of 
love and respect on the part of the people 
all along the route. 
Mrs. Lamb, in the Magazine of A meeie m 
History for February, says of this: 
“From 
Philadelphia she was accompanied by Mrs. 
Robert Morris, and at ‘Lil>erty Hall/ the 
home of ex-Govcrnor William Livingston, 
in Elizabeth, she was met by Mrs. John 
Jay. She spent the night there, and in 
the morning early President Washington, 
John Jay and Robert Morris and other 
prominent characters arrived to breakfast 
with her and her host and hostess, in the 
old historic dwelling, and then the whole 
party set out for New York. New York 
bay presented a similar scene to that wit­ 
nessed on the day of Washington’s memor­ 
able reception. 
No foreign queen was 
ever welcomed by a loving people with 
more genuine delight. 
Unconsciously as 
it were, polite intercourse with the Presi 
dent and Mrs. Washington assumed a high 
lone. Tbe intellectual ard the cultivated, 
ns wc-11 as the diplomatic, political ana 
fashionable, visit«*d them familiarly. On

WASHINGTON’S TOUR. 


T h e F irst T r etld ra t’s F irst T oar o f th e 
C ountry. 
President Washington’s first Cabinet was 
little more than a set of clerical aids. 
The Cabinet as a council was then un­ 
known, the Constitution and laws not re­ 
cognizing the Cabinet. The Attorney- 
General in Washington’s time got but fif­ 
teen hundred dollars a year, and Mrs. 
Lamb says, in her February paper, that it 
is amusing to read of the efforts of such 
officials to live within their means. 
Ran­ 
dolph had to take a house at a little over 
$20 a month. Oliver Wolcott, Auditor of 
the Treasury, received but 81,500, and he 
was distressed how to live within it. 
But 
Washington’s example of frugality and 
plain living established a fashion that 
greatly relieved his officers. Mrs. Lamb 
(litotes 
AN OPINION 
Of Washington from Claude Victor, Prince 
de Brogiie, who was arrested by the revo­ 
lutionary tribunal in Paris, tried, con­ 
demned and guillotined June 27,1794. He 
left among the records of his visit to Amer­ 
ica, the following }>en-portrait of Washing­ 
ton: “ He is tall, nobly built, and very 
well proportioned. 
His face is much more 
agreeable than represented in his portrait. 
His accost is cold though polite. 
His 
pensive eyes seem more attentive than 
sparkling; but their expression is benevo­ 
lent, noble and self-possessed. 
In his pri­ 
vate conduct he preserves that polite and 
attentive good-breeding which 
satisfies 
everybody, and that dignified reserve that 
offends no one. 
He is a foe to ostentation 
and to vain-glory. 
He receives with per­ 
fect grace all the homages which are paid 
him, but he evades them rather than seeks 
them. His eompany is 


AGREEABLE AND W IN N IN G . " 
Always serious, never abstracted, always 
simple, always easy and affable without 
being familiar, the respect which he in­ 
spires is never oppressive. 
He speaks hut 
little in general, and that in a subdued 
tone, but he is so attentive to what is said 
to him that, being satisfied he understands 
you perfectly, one is disposed to dispense 
with an answer. This behavior has been 
very useful to him on numerous occasions. 
* * * At dessert he cats enormously of 
nuts, and when the conversation is enter­ 
taining lie keeps eating through a couple 
of hours, from time to time giving sundry 
healths, according to the English and 
American custom. 
It is what they call 
toasting.” 
Washington was sick in June and July, 
1789, but was recovered in August, and 
daily walked in pnblic, the admiration of 
all the people of the city. 
In October he 
started on 
A TOUR* 
And thus set the example of Presidents 
traveling through the country, that most 
of his successors followed. He left New 
York in October iu a “ chariot ” drawn by 
four horses and attended by two secretaries 
and six servauts. 
Of this trip Washing- 
i ton said, in his diary, that he set out for 
j Boston October 15th, and that Chief Jna- 
! rice Jay and the Secretaries of the Treas­ 


ury and War Departments went some dis­ 
tance out of the city with him. He dined 
at Rye, at the house of Mrs. Ilaviland, 
“ who kept a neat and decent inn.” He 
describes the road as stony, the land as 
stony, and well covered with grass and 
crops of Indian com. 
He met 
four 
droves of beef cattle and a “ flock” 
>f sheep, 
and 
he 
also 
noted 
that 
‘geese” 
abounded at ail 
the farm­ 
houses. 
He made thirty-one miles the 
first day, and inquired, as he moved, about 
ihe laud, the crops, the condition of the 
|>eople, houses of worship, etc. October 
16th he renewed his journey thm igh a 
hilly country, over stony roads, “ vera- try­ 
ing to carriage wheels.” 
He breakfasted 
at Stanford, Conn., ami said of it : “ To 
the lower end of this town sea vessels 
come, and at the other end are mills,stores 
and 
an 
Episcopal 
and 
Presbyterian 
church.” 
Reaching Norwalk, 


H E w r o t e : 
“ We found all the farmers busily em­ 
ployed in gathering, grinding and pressing 
the juice of their apples; the crop of 
which they say is rather above mediocrity. 
v * * Xhe destructive evidences of 
British cruelty are yet visible at Norwalk 
and Fairfield ; as there are the chimneys 
of many burnt houses standing in them 
yet. The principal export from Norwalk 
and Fairfield is horses and cattle—salted 
beef and pork—lumber and Indian corn, 
to the West Indies, aud in a small degret- 
wheat and flour.” 
On the 17th he started at sunrise and 
breakfasted at Stratford. Speaking of East 
Fairfield, 
WASHINGTON SAID: 
“ There are two deeent-looking churches 
in this place, though small, viz.: an Epis­ 
copal, and Presbyterian or Congregation- 
alist (as they call" themselves). At Strat­ 
ford there is the same. At this place 1 
was received with an effort of military 
parade; and was attended to the ferry, 
which is near a mile from the center of the 
town by several gentlemen on horseback. 
Doctor Johnson of the Senate [William 
Samuel Johnson. L.L. D., President of 
Columbia College] visited me here, be­ 
ing with Mrs. Johnson in this town, 
where he formerly resided. * * 
■ 
From the ferry it is almost three miles 
to 
Milford, 
which 
is 
situated in 
more uneven and stony ground than the 
last three villages through which we 
passed. In this place there is hut one 
diurch, or in other words but one steeple— 
but there are grist and saw mills, and a 
cascade over the tumbling dam. 
* * * 
From Milford we took the lower road 
through West Haven, part of which was 
good and part rough, and arrival at New 
Haven before 2 o’clock ; we had time to 
walk through several parts of the city be­ 
fore dinner. 
“ By taking the lower road we missed a 
committee of the Assembly, who had been 
appointed to wait upon and escort me into 
the town, to prepare an address, and to 
conduct me when 1 should leave the city 
as far as they should judge proper. 
The 
address was presented at 7 o’clock, and at 
nine I received another address from the 
Congregational clergy of the place. 
Be­ 
tween the receipt of the two addresses I 
received the compliment of a visit of the 
Governor, Mr.Huntington, the Lieutenant- 
Governor, Air. Wolcott, and the Mayor, 
Roger Sherman.” 


AT NEW HAVEN. 
He reached New Haven and spent Sun­ 
day there. 
His reception was brilliant 
and testified to the lofty esteem in which 
he was held. 
He was received by the 
authorities, feasted and finally took" tea 
with Mayor Roger Sherman. 
lie left 
New Haven on the 19th of March at G 
A. M., escorted out of the city by a troop of 
cavalry and citizens mounted. 
At Wall­ 
ingford (thirteen miles), he saw mulberry 
growing and silk made from cocoons, and 
some silk thread. 
At 1 P. m . he reached 
Middletown and was 
met by citizens 
mounted He “ walked about” and viewed 
the industries of the place and left for 
Hartford, and was met by an escort, reach­ 
ing the city at dark. 
There he “viewed 
woolen manufacturing” and criticised the 
broadcloths made by the people, as good, 
but not of first quality, hut he “ordered a 
suit made of them.” and a whole piece “to 
make breeches for my servants.” 


HE REACHED SPRINGFIELD 
At 4 p. M., October 21st, examined the 
Continental stores there, and the Govern­ 
ment buildings, and remarked: 
"There is great equality in the people of 
this Stale. Few or no opulent tneu—and 
no poor—great similitude iu their build­ 
ings, the general fashion of which is a 
chimney (always of stone or brick) and 
door in the middle, with a staircase front­ 
ing the latter, * * * two flush stories 
with a very good show of sash and glass 
windows; the size generally is from 30 to 
50 feet in length, and from 20 to 30 feet in 
width, exclusive of a hack shed, which 
seems to be added as the family in­ 
creases.” 
Here was a President 


WHO USED HIS EYES 
And despised not small tilings among the 
people. Farms, geese, oxen, crops, facto­ 
ries, chickens, fences, roads, soil, churches, 
horses, the farm homes—all engaged hrs 
attention as means of estimating the char­ 
acter and prosperity, or wants of the peo­ 
ple of New England. 
At Worcester lie 
iiad a grand reception, and to please the 
people rode through the streets on horse­ 
back, and no man ever sat a horse more 
nobly than George Washington, 
lie slept 
at Weston, and at 10 
a . M. on the 24th 
reached Cambridge, and rested at the 
house of Mr. Longfellow, where he had his 
headquarters in 1775. Here he donned 
his continental uniform, mounted a white 
horse, and, with au escort of a thousand 
men, 
RODE INTO BOSTON 
And was met by the officers of the city and 
followed hy Vice-President Adams and a 
host of distinguished people. He pissed un­ 
der a triumphal arch bearing the inscrip­ 
tion, “To the man who unites all hearts.” 
He 
entered 
the 
State 
House 
and 
passed to an outside gallery supported by 
thirteen columns. 
His appearance was 
greeted by shouts long and loud from the 
multitude. 
He remained in Boston four 
days. 
During that time the women of 
Boston wore broad white ribbon sashes 
with “G. W.” in gold letters encircled by 
a laurel wreath, 
lie was given a recep­ 
tion at Concert Hall, and Washington 
noted that “the appearance of the ladies 
was elegant, and many of them very hand­ 
some.” The great chieftain had 


AN EYE FOR BEAUTY 
Despite his reserve and every present dig­ 
nity. Mrs. Lamb in her admirable Feb­ 
ruary paper in her magazine says he 
went from Boston to Lynn, and thence to 
Marblehead, which he had great curiosity 
to visit. At Salem he liad a fine reception 
and saw more "handsome and well-dressed 
ladies.” On the 30th he was received in 
Newburyport, and went thence to Ports­ 
mouth. A cavalcade met him at the State 
line, he having thus far ridden on horse­ 
back to gratify the jieople. 
Here he took 
to his carriage, hut the clamor of the hun­ 
dreds aloog each side of his path compelled 
him to mount once more. He went to 
church at Portsmouth on Sunday, remained 
in the city until Wednesday and went out 
fishing for cod, thus setting the example 
of “gomg-a-fishing,” that several Presidents 
have since followed. At the banquet given 
him lie proposed the toast, “The State of 
New Hampshire,” whereat, says the chron­ 
icler, there was created 


THE UTMOST ENTHUSIASM. 
“ At the evening assembly he saw, he 
said: ‘About 
seventy-five well-dressed 
and many very handsome ladies—among 
whom (as was also the case at Salem and 
Boston) were a greater portion with much 
blacker hair than usually seen in the 
Southern States.” 
He left Portsmouth 
on the 14th of November quietly, declining 
ceremony and parade, and" rode to Exeter, 
then to Kingstown and then on to Haver­ 
hill, where he rested over night. He re­ 
turned to New York by a different route, 
and all along tbe road interested himself' 
about soils, crops, condition of the people, 
etc, often pausing to talk to farmers he 
met on the road or saw in the fields. 
At Uxbridge, says Mrs. Lamb, he lodged 
at a small inn kept by Mr. Taft, and the 
letter he wrote bade to the landlord after 
reaching Hartford, accompanying a gift to 
each of his young daughters, was the basis 
of the romantic story, “ How Washington 
Made the Fortunes of Two Apple Pick­ 
ers,” published, as will be remembered, 
some dozen years ago. 
He stopped over

THE TBIUMPH OP A CALIFOBNIA IN­ 
STITUTION. 


It is gratifying to learn that the Academy 
of Sciences in San Francisco has at last got 
so far clear "I* entanglement that it is pre­ 
pared to avail of the beneficence of James 
Lick, who endowed it so richly, and will at 
once begin to erect a structure for its home 
that will be iu keeping with its importance, 
the character of its endowment and the 
city of its location. 
No institution in this State longer or more 
hero caliy struggled for existence than the 
Academy. It has known years upon years 
when it was held together only oy the in­ 
domitable will and devoted purpose of a 
very few courageous and far seeing spirits 
They saw the immensity of the field of 
usefulness of such an association, and de­ 
spite taunts and sneers held it to the front 
of community advancement. We recall 
when its meetings were attended by a mere 
handful of patient, tireless toilers in scien­ 
tific research. They “ went down into 
their pockets ” time and time again to keep 
alive a feeble treasury; they investigated 
and studied the natural history of the 
coast, geve thought to natural phenomena 
peculiar to the region and made expression 
of their honest convictions concerning State 
possibilities on all subjects that touched 
upon the development of the resources of 
California and the education of the people. 
They were long misunderstood and reviled; 
they were called fossils and dubbed cranks; 
the press sent repoiters to their little meet­ 
ings expressly instructed to ridicule their 
unselfish labors and make sport of their 
pub ic ‘pirited efforts. They were at last 
driven, in self-deleuse, to close their doors 
against the unthinking and short-sighted 
and pursue their purpose in privacy. 
But ihe sober judgment of a people is at 
the last sure to be right. Public thought 
ieiuked the course oí the press in time. 
Agncuitnris’s and commercial men found 
tnai ibis little band of inquirers was doing 
great good for them. Respectful treatment 
f ilowed; their debates were listened to 
thoughtfully and fairly criticised, and the 
press, quick to catch upon the popular 
drift of the tide, dropped the sneer and 
substituted plain, truthfui reports of ihe 
proceedings of the Academy. Distinguished 
scientists and institutions abroad recog­ 
nized this little band of workers in San 
Francisco, and as a result the membership 
rapidly augmented aud soon embraced 
some of the most eminent thinkers of the 
S ate and nation. In a tew years Governor 
Stanford and Charles Crocker presented 
:b? Academy with the $50,000 Ward col- 
u lion, and James L>ck endowed it with a

E EMINISCENT OF WASHINGTON. 


The R ecoup* U nion this morning pub- 
linbM upon its inside pages a number of 
valuable papers upon the inauguration of 
George Washington as the first President 
■ ■ «be United States. The papers published 
are compilations of historical matter of pro- 
ioundest interest. We are impressed with 
the belief that there is not enough of such 
reading among the people. The literature 
of the earlier periods of the Government is 
rich in matter of this kind. Historians 
have uniformly confessed their incapacity 
to convey to readers *u adequate idea of 
tbe depth and intensity of the patriotic 
reeiing of the people in the infancy of the 
Republic, and the lofty esteem in which 
Washington and his colleagues were held 
by the communities of the United States. 
It is therefore commendable to incite Ihe 
youth of the day to more deliberate and ex­ 
haustive reading of the details of early 
activities in the Republic. The purpose ot 
the several papers published this morning 
will have been attained if they awaken in 
aDy considerable degree mere of interest in 
the earlier annals of the American nation. 
There approaches now the last of our great 
centennials—the hundredth anniversary of 
Washington’s inauguration. As the cere­ 
monies of the occasion are to be fashioned 
after the original, the articles we to-day 
present will serve to much inform readers 
bv’ refreshing their recollection of ear­ 
lier American historical study. We have 
appended to the account of the inaugura­ 
tion some estimates of Washington by a 
few of his contemporaries, and also a run­ 
ning account of the first President’s tour 
through one section of the nation. There 
also appears a brief sketch of the receptions 
held by the President s wife and the galaxy 
of distinguished persons she gathered at 
her levees.

Some post-prandial genius, under the 
softening influence of wine and the good 
nature inseparable from a full stomach, 
has proposed that the American people 
adopt a national flower, and not a few 
journals have approved the idea. We see 
neither virtue nor poe ry iu it. Where 
national emblems of that character Lave, 
been adopted, it has been the resnlt either 
of monarchial whim or the fact that some 
one flowering plaDt, very much more than 
another, prevailed in the flora of the 
country. Now in the United States, so 
wide is our domain, so varied our soils and 
climates, 
all 
manner 
of 
semi-tropic 
plants and flowers of the temperate zones 
are to be found, and there is no one flower 
that bears any special relation, by reason of 
historic concern or native characteristics or 
traditional song, to our nationality. We 
can, therefore, adopt no flower that we can 
especially pre-empt as our own, even if it 
were desirable to do so. 
The national 
escutcheon has withstood a century with 
its simple emblems, and the need of a 
flower figure in its field has not been at all 
felt by medalists, seal-cutters, engravers, 
artists, orators or the sentimental. Irelaud 
may keep its clover, Scotland its thistle, 
England her rose and France her lily. 
America has done well without a national 
flower upon her shield, and at the age of 
113 years is old enough to repress the sen­ 
timent that might attach to our coat of 
arms the flower the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
cral suggests as peculiarly American—the 
sunflower. 


Carpenter, a Republican, was honestly 
elected to the Indiana Senate. Ray, his 
Democratic opponent, was beaten because 
of the taint of fraud and corruption at­ 
taching to his political and official action. 
But the Senate, in defiance of law and 
equity unseated Carpenter. It did not dare, 
however, to give his place to Ray, who did 
not have votes enongh to elect in env view 
of the case 
It accordingly ordered a new 
election. Its whole purpose was to punish 
the people of the Shelby villedistr;ct, which 
is largely Democratic in politics, and force 
them to elect Ray. The Democratic Con­ 
vention has been held, and to the astonish­ 
ment of the Senate majority the ribuke 1 as 
fallen upon it—the Shelbyvill*- Democracy 
not only retused to put up Ray again, but 
affirmatively withdrew him. and showed so 
little spirit of opposition to Carp i;er that 
it is conceded he will again* be . turned 
I’oiiticians will after awhile learn that the 
people will endure much and long, but at 
the last will “ strike back.’’ 


I t is something at last to be proud of, 
that we have one man-of-war that is caus­ 
ing anxiety to European naval officials. 
Our new dynamite boat, the Vesuvius, 
tney pronounce the fastest war ship afloat. 
She is also supposed to be the most formid­ 
able. But it is also true that her dynamite 
¿uns are too short in range, and lack ac- 
i'uracy of aim. However, our gunners and 
constructors agree that in these matters 
great improvements can be made, and 
though it is true the Vesuvius must, as now 
armed, fight at closer quarters than is com­ 
fortable, yet she has such ability to show 
an enemy a clean pair of heels, that no 
great harm can come to her if the master 
chooses to run after making an assault. 
The tiaiterti of the new boat is exciting such 
anxiety among European officers, wc may 
well conclude that in this ve-sel we have a 
model for the most serviceable war ships 
of modern times, and that, as in the cases 
of the Monitors, we have given the science 
of naval warfare another turn forward. 


B allot reform is in the air, and in some 
places has alighted and heen taken to the polit­ 
ical bo tom. Massachusetts will see the Austra­ 
lian ballot law eo into operation next fall, and 
we hope that one of the like measures pending 
before our Legislature may take its place on 
our statute book. 
The freedom of a secret 
ballot is quite as important as the purity of its 
count. The stability of the republic depends 
ultimately quite as much upon one as upon the 
other. 
A secret ballot by all means.—ffnd</rrk"t 
(Conn.) Standard. 
But unless the legislators of California 
act speedily and lift the measures out of 
the rut of routine, the ballot reform bills 
we need in this State will not be enacted 
into law, and for two years more the peo­ 
ple will be forced to endure the whips and 
scorn of the vicious, and the ballot-box 
manipulators. Ballot reform is in tbe air 
iu California quite as much as in Connec­ 
ticut, New York and Massachusetts, but 
without a responsive legislature it cannot 
take form and be fashioned into law. If 
tbe Legislature leaves it where it found it, 
so much the worse for the legislators. 


T h e Alta thinks it improbable that Le 
Caron, the Irish spy, was insincere for so 
many years while acting with the Irish 
revolutionary party—that it is inconceiv­ 
able that the man all that time has been a 
hypocrite.

On the contrary, his 
confession that he has been for twenty 
years and more a spy makes it thinkable 
that he resorted to any means to serve his 
masters. 


Mr. S h a n a h a n has introduced a bill pro­ 
hibiting the sale or use of opium prepared 
for smoking, under penalty of imprison­ 
ment in a county jail for not leas than one 
year, or by a fine of not less than $1,000 or 
both. There is need for some such sever­ 
ity. The evil aimed at has grown to enor­ 
mous proportions, and will presently en­ 
gage attention as much, if not more than 
intemperance from use of liquor. While 
statutes will not alone correct evils, it is 
wise to put legal condemnation upon them 
If the bill referred to passes, there should 
be corresponding effort on the part of offi­ 
cials to enforce the law. Such laws as we 
now have on the subject are not enforced 
either in the spirit or the letter.

T he U nveiling o f tb e M arshall M onum ent 
W ill T ake Place In Majr. 
One of the grandest monuments ever 
erected in this State is that to the memory 
cf James W. Marshall, the discoverer of 
gold, over his grave at Coloma. The dis­ 
covery oi gold in California is an epoch in 
the history of our country, and advanced 
the settling up of this Western country by 
at least fifty rears. At the last session of 
the Legislature a bill wasintroduced, passed 
and became a law, appropriating $5.000 for 
the purpose of erecting a monument to 
Marshall's memory.

amount to $800 a month. Ths electric 
lights at San Quentin cost $165 a month, 
and the gas bills are $700 to$800 a month. 
Witness said he believed that abont 200 
of Warden McComb's letters had been sur­ 
reptitiously put into circulation, but only a 
little more than sixty had been secured by 
the committee. C. J. Walden, an ex-con­ 
vict of superior attainments, who had re­ 
ceived a thirteen-year sentence for forgery 
and embezzlement, but whose term was 
commuted to six years by Governor Stone- 
mau, had written Warden McComb’s an­ 
nual report, Captain Chambers’ report, aud 
the comprehensive report of Director Lut- 
trell, published recently. Witness stated 
tbat Walden is the man referred to in one 
of McComb's letters in connection with the 
“$26 000 puzzle.” 
Witness said he thought 
the committee would get possession of the 
original letter of John McComb, Jr., within 
a day or two. 
At 1 o’clock the committee adjourned un­ 
til 7:30 p. m . 
At the evening session of the committee 
N. A. Fisher took the stand and testified 
that he had resided in Sacramento tor fif­ 
teen years. 
Machinist 
by occup-i.ion. 
Stated that incessant running of macLi.iery 
reduced its life by one-third, by reason of 
unequal wear on account of heating, spring­ 
ing of bearings, etc. Machinery needed 
regular rest to enable it to regain its nor­ 
mal condition. Thought machinery used 
sixteen hours a day would not last more 
than twelve years. 
Peter Roberts, a plasterer of San Fran­ 
cisco, was sworn and stated that the State 
Prisons had never been self-sustaining. 
The sash, door and blind factory had run 
behind $9,060. The prisons of the State, 
he said, cost $387,000 a year. He thought 
the State Printing Office and Bindery 
sboul i also be added to the industries car­ 
ried on iu the State Prisons. 
He thought 
the Legislature should compel the Governor 
to sign the appropriation bills for addi­ 
tional jute machinery. He thought the 
Legislature should impeach tbe Prison 
Directors and settle their hash forever and 
ever. 
The committee sadly informed the gen­ 
tleman from San Francisco that they were 
powerless to follow out his kind sugges­ 
tions. 
Adjourned until 10 o’clock this morning. 
J. J. Scrivener has been subpoenaed to 
appear before the committee next Monday 
evening.

A meeting of the Executive and Advis- 


Exeeurive Committees of the same, was 
held at Odd Fellows’ Temple yesterday 
afternoon, for the purpose of choosing from 
the various designs submitted, the statue to 
be erected in this ciiy. 
The meeting was 
called to order by E . B. Hussey, President 
of the Association. 
After stating the ob­ 
ject of the meeting, reports of the Execu­ 
tive Committee and Financial Secretary 
were read and approved. 
The statement 
of the latter showed that $3,173 25 has been 
collected for the statue fund; that the total 
expenses thus far ere $25 35; that the Asso­ 
ciation now has $3,146 in D. O. Mills’ bank, 
and a balance of $1 00 in the hanus o f-the 
Financial Secretary. 
The President stated that he had received 
letters of regret from Governor Waterman, 
Mayor Gregory, IT. Weinstock, C. A. Grow 
and B. A. Worthington of the Advisory 
Committee, who were unabie to attend on 
account of absence from the city. 
President Hussey then called upon Will­ 
iam H. Milis, Chairman ot the Advisory 
Committee, who submitted the following 
address to the Executive Committee of the 
Association: 
We heve axsemb'ed at the request of those in 
charge of the A. J . Stevens memorial statue-for 
the purpose of assisting you, by our advice, 
in selecting from among the designs, which 
will 
be 
offered 
here 
to day. 
one appro­ 
priately commemorating the life and services 
of our late friend. 
The point which most dis­ 
tinctly marks in the progiess of mankind a de­ 
parture irom barbarism toward civilization, is 
that at which man suppiementshis hand with 
implements. The rude implements oi the chase 
and ol war a rj closely succeeded by those used 
in the peaceful pursuits o f agriculture. 
From 
the beginning of civilized life, in all ages and 
among all people, mechanical skill and me­ 
chanical invention have borne a conspicuous 
and indispensable part as a civilizing agencv. 
In the ruder stages of human development 
there was blit two fields of distinction—war and 
the ehr-e. Next to bravery on the fie d came 
wisdom in the council: hence oratorv joined 
the other two. These three maintained the po­ 
sition of first distinction long after the sun of 
civilizing 
influences 
had aris'-n above the 
horisoti of barbarism. 
Then came statesman­ 
ship, tiien art, then literature with its diversified 
fields, ilien cqpnneree, navigation, discovery, 
science, philanthropy and religion, 
accom ­ 
panying all these, 
the 
indispensable hand­ 
maiden of each, and descending through all 
the ages, was mec muical skill. Iu proportion 
as man has supplemented his hand with labor- 
saving agencies, in like proportion has his pro­ 
ductive capacity been enhanced, and in corre­ 
sponding ratio have the conditions of all classes 
been improved. 
Thus labor-aiding machinery has conferred a 
wealth of elevating force, until to-day the con­ 
ditions of our common life would have been 
esteemed one of luxury iu past ages. The 
chase gave way to the cultivation of the fields 
as a means of subsistence, because of mechani­ 
cal invention. Art arose to the exalted place it 
holds to-day through the indispensable aid of 
the artisan. Musical expression took on new 
forms and invaded new realms of melody and 
harmony with the construction of more perfect 
musical instruments. Science and discovery 
confer their 
blessings 
upon mankind only 
through the assistance ot mechanism. Of what 
value would a knowledge ot electricity have 
been in an age devoid of the mechanical skill 
to construct a telephone, a dynamo, or the ap­ 
paratus of electric light? Of what use would 
a kuowledge of the expansive power of steam 
have been to a people unable to make that ex 
pansive power effective by the construction ot 
engines? Where would have been the sublime 
thought of the aichiteet but for the builder, the 
mason, the carpenter? But the triumphs of 
mechanical ingenuity do not stop with the en­ 
slavement of steam <nd electricity: through 
means of rapid and cheap communication, 
climates and soils are enlisted in the service of 
man. The distant shores o f oceans are brought 
near together in point of time by steamships. 
Continents are spanned by iron .pathways, over 
which a vast commerce is carried at a'ra'e of 
speed far surpassing the ancient dreams of en­ 
chantments. 
Take from civilization to-day all that is due to 
mechanical skill, achievement and invention, 
and you will impoverish its every element and 
relegate mankind to primitive barbarism. Tried 
by ihe standard of usefulness to humanity, the 
realm of mechanical invention and construc­ 
tion offers a field of distinction equal in dignity 
to that of science, oratory or statesmanship, and 
far surpassing that of war. War is destructive; 
handicraft is constructive. 
War covers the 
earth with ruin, impoverishes, bereaves and de­ 
stroces. The artisan builds cities, ships and 
railways, enriches humanity and clot hen the 
earth with the garments of praise. It was upon 
this ennobled field that our late friend acquired 
honorable distinction. In the realm of his most 
useful occupation he was a master, and in the 
discharge of the great duty assigned to him as 
Master Mechanic of a vast railway svstem he 
brought to bear in the discharge of his great 
office administrative faculties far beyond those 
demanded in the administration of petty king­ 
doms. We do honor to the arts of peace and 
the blessings of prosperity when we perpetuate 
the memory ot such a man by an enduring 
monument. Let us hail it as a happy and hope­ 
ful cmen when useful lives and manlv charac­ 
ter are thus commetnora’ed. Our late iriend 
has justly earned this commemoration, and the 
lesson bis monument will teach will inspire in 
the minds oi young men ambitions equal in 
nobility to those inspired by uny monument we 
mav rear to the beuelactors ot mankind. 1 hus 
will his example live sgaiu; live tobe emulated 
and multiplied in the lives of thousands; live 
by euforting a hisber appreciation of the arts 
of jieace. We therefore enter upon the dutv to 
which we are appointed with revercnce, ’ re­ 
membering that in doing honor to a useful life 
and brave and manly character we do honor to 
the noblest attributes of mankind. 
Mr. Mills then referred to the models 
and designs before the meeting for its in­ 
spection, and from which selection was to 
be made, and spoke eloquently and feel­ 
ingly upon the life and services of Mr. 
Stevens, and advised that the statue be 
such as to perpetúale his features and char­ 
acteristics, rather than distinguishing the 
calling and field of action of the deceased 
friend. 
In support of this he referred to 
the statues oi Washington, Pitt. Queen 
Elizabeth, Rolland Hill, Grant and others, 
where the personality were made, by great 
sculptors, the main feature. 
In accordance with Mr. Mills’ sugges­ 
tions, the several designs exhibited were 
then numbered, and the representative of 
each was heard as to proposed dimensions, 
class of material, cost, etc. 
There were 
four models and five drawings and photo­ 
graphs of designs presented. All were care­ 
fully examined and their merits consid­ 
ered. 
F. D. Meyers, of San Francisco, 
appeared as representing four designs, pre­ 
sented in drawings, and one model.

of the designs would give seventeen feet as

1. Prepare the ground in fa ll; plant in 
spring. 
2. Give the vine plenty of ma­ 
nure, old and well decomposed, "for fresh 
m anure excites the growth hut does not 
m ature it. 
3. L uxuriant growth does not 
insure fruit. 
4. Dig deep and plant shal­ 
low. 
5. Young vines produce beautiful 
fruit, but old vines produce the richest. 6. 
Prune in autum n to insure growth, but in 
spring to insure fruitfulness. 7. Plant your 
vines before you put up trellises. 8. Vines, 
like old soldiers, should have good arms. 
9. Prune spurs to one developed bud, for 
the nearer the old wood the higher flavored 
the fruit. 
10. Those who prune long must 
soon climb. 
11. Vine leaves love the sun ; 
the fruit the shade. 
12. Every leaf has a 
bud at the base, and either a branch or a 
tendril opposite it. 
13. A tendril is an 
abortive fruit bunch—a bunch of fruit a 
productive tendril. 
Beginners in grape culture would do 
well to study these maxims, and be guided 
by them in their management of vines, in 
either garden or vineyard. They comprise 
much useful and practical information in 
little space.—D. D. T. Moore, in the Inde­ 
pendent.

It says: Every 
land-owner should plant the black walnut.

Professor Brown, of Ontario, estimates 
from an experience of his own that an 
acre planted with this tree may in fifty 
Tears produce a value of $13,350. 
Pro­ 
fessor Beale from his experience thought 
this estim ate too low. 
T hink of a mean 
annual income of $325 from an acre of 
trees the planting of which could be done 
for less than $50. 
At least every waste 
piece, especially if the soil is rich, should 
be planted with the black walnut. 
I t is a 
sturdy, handsome, vigorous tree, easily- 
grown, because no anim al and only one in­ 
sect feed on it. 
The white walnut, or but­ 
ternut, is also a good thing to plant. 
The 
black walnut has a transcendent value hut 
little known, which is th at the fine Euro­ 
pean walnut grows finely on it, either 
stock or top-grafted. 
The hardier varie­ 
ties of this finest of all nuts from the north 
of Euro|>e should succeed top-grafted on 
this hardy stock in the Middle and West­ 
ern States.

M o n tre a l, February 9 ,18S9. 
The desire to witness the winter carni­ 
val at Montreal possessing the minds of 
three wsudering sight-seers front the Gold­ 
en State, we concentrated our forces, and 
joining a friend near the liorder line, we 
crossed into the country of the “ fishing 
dissension.” 
As we journeyed on, the cold, grey mist 
made all objects appear indistinct and dim» 
while we gazed with difficulty from the 
; ros tv car windows. 
Progressing north­ 
ward we felt that Canada was close upot? 
us in all its H azard glory. 
Driven to des­ 
peration by the suffocating effects of two 
glowing stoves, a window would now and 
then be stealthily opened, though the air 
tbat greeted us we knew to be direct from 
the north <pole. It was rather trying, but be­ 
tween two evils we had. to choose the least. 
In a short time the drifts gathering before 
us required a forward end backward move­ 
ment on the part of scow-plow and engine, 
and the men outside began to take oa a 
bulky shape of fur, with frozen breath on 
lace and whiskers, t hat had the picturesque 
look of Russia. Our party of four (from 
which all male escort had disastrously 
failed to materialize) summoned our cour­ 
age, Sind ielt equal to encountering the 
brunt of foreign criticism and testing the 
courtesy of the Dominion people. 
W ith a good ciatronlv chaperon, and 
three self-reliant young ladies, we finally 
found ourselves crossing the wonderful 
Victoria bridge over the broad .St. Law­ 
rence, and almost before we knew it the 
train-guide called out “ Montreal.” 
Gath­ 
ering our many wraps we stepped out into 
the clear, cold air of that beautiful city. 
The gala, appearance of the hue new depot, 
draped in bunting, was a pleasant and 
brilliant greeting to the stranger. 
The Victoria bridge, over which we had 
just crossed, is nearly two miles long, is 
built entirely of iron, on immense pillars 
of granite, and high enough to admit of the 
largest ocean steamers passing under its 
-pans. This bridge was built at the enor­ 
mous expense of ^OOOjOOO, and is pointed 
out to the visitor as one or the curiosities of 
the city. 
As we reached tiiestation kind fute sent 
across our path a friend of one of our num- 
l^r, and tie gallantly assisted us to a 
sleigh, and with kind information directed 
our petticoat party to the “ Hotel Balmo­ 
ral,” where we had secured accommoda­ 
tion. One of the greatest luxuries Canada 
affords is the comfortable sleighs, with 
their high backs, delicately graceful run­ 
ners, and wealth of buffalo rones, the ac­ 
commodating jehus and the extremely 
reasonable rates. 
Hundreds of these ve­ 
hicles, with their merry jingling bells, 
made the scene that met our eyes oue of 
contagions gavety, and tilled the air with 
tinkling melody. The snow between three 
and four feet deep, and the buildings liter­ 
ally festooned with icicles, gave one an 
idea of fair* land with its frail adorn­ 
ments. 
The hurrying around of merry-makers, 
looking like moving masses of fur, their 
bright eyes alone being visible, presented 
grotesque figures. Mingling with these 
were the 
tolxjgganers, in their bright 
blanket suits and tuques; their skates, or 
snow-shoes, strapped on their shoulders, 
adding much to the novelty of the scene. 
IV e felt far away from our native land of 
¡■•alms aud citrus fruits, but were pleased 
to learn the thermometer was only 28° be­ 
low zero, and we were happy, though one 
of our party licul frozen her chubby chin. 
As we were hurriedly driven* up and 
down the hilly streets we were impressed 
by the wealth ot the city ; its m any mag­ 
nificent 
churches; substantial business 
buildings of gray granite ; modern homes 
of massive pro¡>ortions, and quaint red 
brick houses, the dormer windows inside 
daintlv hung with white curtains, and out­ 
side heavily fringed with icicles. 
Dismissing our sleigh we mingled with 
the crowd in Victoria square, watching the 
living arch being manned by the Snow- 
shoe Club, preparatory to witnessing the 
tancy parade, which reminded us very dis­ 
tinctly of our own Fourth of July Mardi 
Gras, only on a much mure elaborate 
settle. The “ living arch,” as it is stvled, 
is a modern structure fifty or moie feet 
high, handsomely decorated with ever­ 
greens, snow-shoes, toboggans and flags of 
all nalious, our own stars and stripes in­ 
spiring us into humming “ Hail Columbia.” 
As we all must eat to live, we journeved 
back to the Balmoral for dinner. 
Imme­ 
diately after our repast we started again 
on a round of sightseeing. First and fore­ 
most to the Ice Palace, before which we 
all stood sfielWiound. The palace was a 
piece of mechanical geuiu.-, containing 
“ >,000 blocks of ice, of immense size, built 
with turrets and a high tower in the cen­ 
ter. 
In one of the turrets hung chiming 
bells, which ¡>ealed forth familiar airs, re­ 
calling to mind the lines : 
“ For peace and hope maj- brighten. 
Aud patient love mav glow 
As we listen in the star light 
To the bells “ across the snow.” 
The electric lights, shining through this 
grand structure, made a weird and novel 
sight that gave to the whole an irrides- 
cent greenish tint that was strikingly 
beautiful. 
" 
We reluctantly left this fairv vision, and 
wended our way to the Tuque Bleue Slide, 
aud the picture that met our eyes was an 
exquisite one, full of inspiration. The 
brilliant suits of the ladies and gentlemen, 


the handsome toboggans, colored lights , 
and fireworks, was a wonderful spectacle 
against a background of pure white snow. 
The brightly burning tar barrels gave a ’ 
Rembrandt efleet, to the tobogganers as i 
they patiently toiled up the hill 
in j 
couples, trios and quartets, only to make • 
another descent down the long icy slide. ! 
It looked to us a perilous amusement. The 1 
white and slippery trough was seemingly 1 
a mile from start to finish. We are told it 
takes physical courage for the first descent, 
but all of us lacking encouragement rather 
than courage, we turned from the slide 
without the experience so foreign to us, 
but familiar to the northern people. The 
intense cold drove us to a refuge in the 
rustic cottage, where club members and 
friends were -huddling over a stove aud im­ 
bibing steaming bouilion and cocoa. 
Xext morning we started again on our 
roends. Having heard of the Gray Nun­ 
nery, it was agreat pleasure to us to be shown 
through its vast buildings by the* dear 
little nun--, whoso kindly minister to the 
poor and the sick. There arc four hun­ 
dred inmates in this institution. We were 
struck with the neatness and peacefulness 
of the entire place, aud with the air of 
comfort that pervaded nil the surround­ 
ings. 
We'visited in turn the Bonsecours Mar­ 
ket, the frozen .St. Lawrence river, the va­ 
rious- churches, curio stores, and gazed ad- 
m iritgly at the sights on all eides. An 
interesting feature of our visit was a ride 
along the river from where many hun­ 
dred men were cutting ice. We passed 
long lines of antiquated sleds, that come 
along the ice all tin- way from Quebec, a 
hundred miles distant, with produce for 
the markets. 
In traveling, amusing experiences are 
always in order. 
We encountered one 
that was laughable, aud at the same time 
a trifle embarassing. 
When in our sleigh 
cue morning in Dominion Square we saw a 
, photographer with his camera, and wish­ 
ing to be “ taken,” we accosted him aud 
drove within range of the instrument. 
When he had finished and we attempted to 
settle with him, imagine our surprise at 
finding him an amateur and an aristocrat 
from Quebec. 
Apologies followed. 
He 
graciously offered to forward us copies, and 
we now await the test of genuine French 
politeness. 
The situation was truly a ludi­ 
crous one, but was one enjoyed by all. The 
most pleasing sight to us was the tandem 
parade. 
The elegant sleighs, spirited 
horses, with arches of bells, outriders and 
footmen in fur liveries— the aristocratic 
inmates gave me a good insight into Eng­ 
lish “ swelldom,” the Governor-General 
being a conspicuous member of the tine 
procession. 
The storming of the ice palace, the 
grand hall at the Windsor, the carnival at 
\ ictona Rink, and the trottiug races on 
th e i v w ere all wonders to th e trio from 
the slope. That we were Californians elic­ 
ited amazement and interest from all, and 
our hearts constantly glowed with pride 
for our beautiful native State, the glow 
counteracting the frigidity of our fingers 
and faces. The carnival having ended we 
are now ready to turn our .steps toward 
“ Home, Sweet Home.” As we glance at 
the mantel-piece in the hotel parlor we 
bid farewell to the companion pictures of 
Mrs. Cleveland and Queen Victoria, as 
they rest side by side in the home of our 
English cousins. 
“ My country, ’tis of thee, 
Land of the noble Lee, 
Oi tbee I fiiog.’

SNAKES AND TOADS. 


A H u n te r’s 
O bservation an d Study of 
N a tu ra l H ist ry. 
Toads, in the presence of snakes, usually 
remain perfectly still; in this is their only 
safety, for did they make the least move­ 
ment they would immediately be caught. 
I have known a hungry snake lie waiting 
over an hour for a frog to move, and even 
push 
with the 
nose to 
stir him up. 
This lias been called “snake charming,” 
and indeed it looks like it, but the toad is 
the charmer, the snake the charmee. 
I remember one day I dropped a toad in 
the midst of a pit of snakes I had in my 
back yard. 
He at once became perfectly 
still, though surrounded with more than 
a dozen hungry snakes. 
There was a cir­ 
cle of fierce heads and glaring eyes around 
him, but he would not move. The cirole 
narrowed, until the protruding tongues 
almost touched him, yet he was immov­ 
able. J ust then I was called away for 
over half an hour, but on returning found 
the toad, in grave dignity, still holding 
the fort by most masterly inactivity. This 
lowly helpless creature, strong only by ad­ 
herence to a natural faith, thus baffling 
enemies numerous and jiowerful, brought 
Daniel before the mental vision, more 
vividly than Riviere’s celebrated picture 
The senses of seeing, hearing and smell­ 
ing are very defective in garters, they can 
see hut a few yards at most, and even at 
short distances of but a few inches they 
are often at fault. 
A snake was seen pursuing a frog, a half­ 
grown Rana haleeina, in a sawmill yard; 
the sawdust and open space were greatly in 
favor of the snake and against the frog. 
The frog made long jumps and the snake 
made a direct line to the sjiot where he 
alighted, but before reaching it the frog 
had again jumped in another direction, 
and so the hunt went on for about half a 
minute: the snake, quite unable to trace 
the frog in his aerial progress, was directed 
only by the disturbance made in alighting. 
At last the frog, more by accident than de­ 
sign, alighted on the flat surface of a rough 
board which stood leauing against a pile of 
lumber at an angle of about 80°, and sat 
perfectly still, about ten inches from the 
ground. The snake was quite puzzled ; he 
looked, listened, sniffed and poked about 
for several minutes, passing close to the 
end of the board several times, but the 
hunt was ail utter failure, and he slunk 
away toward the brushwood, a very mad 
and disgusted specimen. 
Hundreds of similar cases could be cited, 
all showing the defective character of the 
special senses of the garter.— Forest and 
Stream.

IS MATERNITY FALLING I 


Let tlie Statistics Answ er th e Vexing 
Question. 
“Is maternity failing?” is a question the 
New YorK Herald asks, and with some 
reason in the North, for the birth rate has 
been steadily decreasing for years in the 
New England and Middle States, as in 
France, until the native population barely 
holds its own. 
Attention lias frequently been called to 
this before, and to its effect on the popula­ 
tion of the country. The New England 
element is actually growing smaller in 
New England every year. 
It is probable 
that the l ’uritan stock constitutes a mi­ 
nority of its population to-day, while the 
foreign elemeut, mainly Irish and Cana­ 
dian French, are in the majority; and as 
the birth rate of these latter races is very- 
high, their majority, even without emigra­ 
tion, must continue to grow until the Pur­ 
itan stock becomes as rare in Massachu­ 
setts as persons of Spanish descent in 
Florida. 
But if maternity is failing in New 
England and the North generally, this 
is not so of the South, and as long as there 
are several million Southern women, the 
United States need be under no fear of 
falling behind in tlie race of nations. The 
comparison between tlie two sections is 
startling, indeed. 
Dr. Billings’ official 
statistics show that the six States with 
the highest birth rates are Arkansas, 
Texas, Mississippi, South Carolina, Ten­ 
nessee and Alabama (all in the South), 
w-hile those with the lowest birth rates are 
New Hampshire. Maine, Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, Rhode Island and Vermont 
(all in New England). There are 198.9 
children born annually to every 1,000 
women between 15 and 49 in Arkansas, 
and only 71.9 in New Hampshire; 
in 
other words, the birth rate is nearly three 
times as great in the Southern as in the 
Northern States. 
Texas and Arkansas 
alone, with barely half the population of 
New England, contribute more babies an­ 
nually to the country—99,952, against 91,­ 
134 in the six Northern States. 
It is the same throughout the South. 
Of the total births annually in the coun­ 
try 80S,001 are horn this side of the line 
and only 869,112 in the North and Terri­ 
tories, a large portion of the latter being 
horn of foreign mothers. 
M aternity is not failing, at least not in 
this section; and if the Herald wants to 
continue its inquiries it should restrict 
them to the North. The decreasing birth 
rate there is rapidly reaching the extin­ 
guishing state, and compares in number 
of births annually to 1,000 population 
with other sections aud countries as fol­ 
lows:

Y ellow F e v e r G erm s. 
In our last issue mention was made of 
the character and appearance of the yel­ 
low fever germs. Since then we have 
learned that Prof. II. J. 1 (¡truer of the 
Ohio State University has succeeded in 
photographing the germs as found in the 
human tissue. His description of them is 
much the same as given in our last issue. 
We quote from the New York Sun as fol­ 
lows: The bacilli present themselves in 
four forms. The first is a plain, dark, 
round mass; the second, an oval, with a 
dark point at each extremity: the third, an 
oblong disk, with dark points, as iu the 
second; and the fourth, two dark points 
united by a film and strikingly resembling 
a dumb-bell. The Professor says: 
“Dr. 
Sternberg of Johns Ilopkins University for 
a number of years has made exhaustive 
search for yellow fever germs, but without 
success, in tlie tissues. 
J luring the last 
epidemic he made several post-mortem ex­ 
aminations at Decatur, Ala. 
Liver and 
kidney tissue of two persons, at least, were 
sent by him to Dr. Reeves for the purpose 
of mounting for microscopical purposes. 
I 
have several negatives, each of which is 
good. Some show the bacteria singly, 
others in masses, witli the capillaries dis­ 
tended with them.”
